To Be Sent to China ty United States. LI Hung Chang's 


Mission to Pekin. China Strikes at Eussia 


Washington, July IS—Hopeful feeling 


In regard to the Chinese situation isap- 
ptu-enl in till 
auuunisuauon circles. 


The tide of sentiment which had been 
•markedly pessimistic, turned with the 
announcement of the victory of the al- 
lies at Tian Tsin, and tha capture of the 
forts and the nat^e oity, and gathered 
further strength from Mindater Wu's 
cablegram. 


Aside from these dispatched the arrival 


of the president and the special cabinet 
meeting, called to consider the situa- 
tion, were the features of Tuaaday. They 
met at 2:80 o'clock, lew than an hour 
after the president reached the White 
House. 
Over 
100 newspapermen 


thronged the corridors, while the cab- 
inet waa sitting behind closed doors. 
The scene resembled tha hottest diay* 
»f the Spanish war. 


There were present Secretaries Hay, 


{Root, Long and Gage ajid Postmaster 
General Smith. 
At the conclusion of 


the session, which lasted 2% hours, Sec- 
retary Boot gave out the following for- 
mal statement of the action of the cab- 
inet: 


"The president has determined that 


the fact* now known to us db not re- 
quire or justify calling an extra ses- 
sion of congress. 
Should future de- 


velopments indicate that ho ta unable 
to do what is required with the means 
now at his command, and the action of 
congress IB necessary to furnish either 
men or money or authority, he will not 
hesitate to call U together." 


While only this meagre formal state- 


ment was given out it was ascertained 
that the whofo Chinese situation was 
thoroughly discussed by the cabinet 
ZThe decision that an extra session of 
Congress wa» not demanded by existing 
isonditiocns was the outcome of ^•show- 
Ing which both Secretary Root and Sec- 
retary Long were able to make as to ths 
force that can be thrown into China, 
Without the authorization of additional 
troops by' congress, and also the de- 
cidedly more hopeful feeling entertained 
fcy t&9 president and the members of his 
(cabinet as to the safety of Minister 
Conger and the other foreigners in Pe- 
kin, 6>u« to the) cable of Minister Wu, re- 
porting the safety of the ministers July 
6, two days after their reported mas- 
sacre. 


While this cable is not regarded aa 


(conclusive. It la accepted in good faith 
for the present But the administration, 
It can be definitely stated, has set in mo- 
tion some machinery by which It Is con- 
fidently predicted absolutely authentic 
news as to the fate of our minfarter and 
the other foreigners at Pekin wui be as- 
certained. 
Through what channel the 


administration expects to receive tbJs 
all-important news is not known, but 
that a definite statement of the situation 
in Pekin is daily, if not hourly, expected, 
can be stated with the utmost posltlve- 
ness.

The advices received from Pekin prob- 


ably will be the determining factor in 
blazing the future course of this govern-

to relieve the anxiety of the president 
and his advisers, but Minister Wu'a 
message was responsible for the really 
hopeful feeling that prevailed.

Cuba, and gave it as his opinion that be- 
tween 10,000 and 12 000 troops In all could 
be spared for service In China. These 
reinforcements are to be rushed through 
at the earliest possible moment. Most, 
If not all, of them, it is beheved, can be 
landed by the end of August or early in 
Beptember. One cabinet officer said 
(hat beyond those soldiers already des- 
tined for China from the Philippines no 
further troops from the islands would be 
Withdrawn unless the situation became 
much more ominous.

LI HUNG CHANGloES 


TO SAVE THE MINISTERS 


The London Daily Telegraph haw this 


from Canton, dated July 18: in an in- 
terview with the foreign consul today 
LI Hung Chang said that his mission to 
Pekin was two-fold—to save the lives of 
the foreign ministers and to arrange the 
test passible terra of peace with the 
allied powers. The American and French 
consuls, while congratulating him upon 
these commendable purposes, reminded 
him of his pledges to piotect foreigners 
*nd to preserve peace in southern and 
central China. 


Ear! Li replied that he must obey the 


•urornons to Pekin, but that he bad 
taken all necessary precautions. He 
•dded that he had received important 
Cables from Lord Salisbury and M, Del- 
easse, demanding -protection for the 
foreign ministers in Pekin and threaten- 
ing .to take life for life of the high of- 
ficials responsible if the ministers wera 
murdered. He told the cpnsul that he 
Was the only man in China iVho d>ared 
transmit such messages to the empress, 
fcut that he had sent them verbatim, ari I 
that he did not doubt they had exerted 
a powerful influence in saving the min- 
isters' lives. 


He went on to say that, as the doyen 


91 the viceroys, he had also Induced all 
the other viceroys, except two, to Join in 
• lengthy memorial to the throne, ask- 
ing security for the foreigners, s-up'preB- 
•ion of the Boxers and full reparation 
for the damage done and the lives lost.

received no news from Pekin within tl.» 
paafweelc. but that, 1t they were alive, 
he wfus almost certain matters could be 
satisfactorily arranged with the, allied 
powers".

HAS CHINA DECLARED 


WARJGAINST RUSSIA? 


The Dally Mail publishes a sensa- 


tional dispatch from 8t. Petersburg, 
dated Monday, which asserts that there 
is no doubt that China has declared war 
against Russia. "The Russian press ' 
Bays the cowesporfdent "is restricted to 
the publication of official details; and 
the publication of many dispatches from 
the front has been prohibited. I hear, 
however, from a reliable source that the 
Chinese troops and the Box«r» seized a 
Russian transport vessel laden with 
munitions near Aigun (on the Amur 
river, about 18 miles from the Russian 
frontier), killing almost the entire Rus- 
sian escort. They next suddenly at- 
tacked and bombarded the 
town of 


Blagovechonsk (capital of the Amur 
government, on ths Amur river). The 
garrison held out bravely, but was 
finally overwhelmed. Nearly all per- 
ished, and the town was burned." 


The news of the Manchuria disturb- 


ances Is not regarded as Justifying tha 
serious view attributed by Th» Daily 
Ma>il'» advices. 
Amur, the boundary 


territory between Eastern Siberia and 
Manchuria, has been the scene of local 
disturbances for a long time, owing to 
the provocative conduct of the Cossacks 
toward the 25,000 Chinese employed in 
the construction of the - Russo-Man- 
ehurla railway. 


There is little further news from China 


this morning. The attack upon the na- 
tivs city of Tien Tsin was followed up 
so swiftly that the Chinese never hbJ 
time to reorganize, and once their lines 
were broken, their retreat rapidly be- 
came a rout. 


LI Hung Chang has already left Can- 


ton. 
This causes the utmost anxiety 


for the safety of the Europeans there, aa 
there are only two gunboats, one Brit- 
ish and one American, at Canton, pend- 
ing the arrival of the French gunboat 


According to a dispatch from Shanr 


hai to The Daily Mail, a massacre oc- 
curred on July 9 at Tai Yuen Fu, capi- 
tal of the province of Shan Si, 40 foreign- 
ers and lop native converts being killed.

Republicans of Kentucky Name John W. Yerkes 


as a Candidate For Governor. 


1/oulsville, July IS.—John W. Yerkes 


of Danville was nominated for governor 
yasterday by the Republican conven- 
tion, held in this city. A platform was 
adopted declaring the issue of the elec- 
tion to be the Goebel election law. The 
convention 
adjourned 
within three 


hours. There were some anti-Goebel 
jDemocrats in the convention, but as to 
how many figures differ. 


A feature of the speeches mai_e "was 


that they all paid tiibute to what tha 
Democratic party has done in the past, 
though the speakers unsparingly de- 
nounced the present Democratic stnts 
administration and the Democratic 1 4- 
islature, thus indicating a purpose to 
welcome Into the Republican party all 
Democrats who are opposed to the Goebel 
ejection law. 


There was no nomination to be made 


by this convention except for governor, 
as this year's election in Kentucky is an 
extraordinary one to fill the vacancy in 
the governorship made by the death of 
William Goebel. 


Professional Revolutionist In Jail. 


Caracas, July 18.—Two steameia, com- 


posing the so-called Columbian revolu- 
tionary fleet, which arrived at La 
Guayra, were seized by the government 
authorities and their commander, Gen- 
wal Sandoval, was immediately lodged

General Sandoval, who was banished 


from Mexico about 22 years sgt> for his 
connection with a plot against President 
Diaz, is well known in New York city, 
where he lived during the greater part j 
of his exile. 
Several years, how- 1 


ever, he has passed lighting In South 
American revolutions. He espoused the \ 
cause of General Hernandez last sum- > 
mer at the outset of the revolution j 
against President Adrade of Venezuela. 


Bryan and the Anti-Imperialists.

Intelligent Chinamen In Boston, and a 
leader in social affairs of the community, 
called together the prominent men' of 
Chinatown. 
A good number attended 


and several made short addresses. 


Mr. Hoey pi esided and read a letter 


whch had been drawn up and directed toi 
President McKinley. The letter waa as 
follows: 


"We, the leading Chinese merchants 


of Boston, and as representatives of the 
Chinese race in this vicinity, desire to 
express to you and the American people 
a profound sorrow at the unfortunate 
occurrences now taking place in our 
native land 
"We deplore the numerous 


acts of violence In China, which we be- 
lieve to have been the work of an irre- 
sponsible mob, and believe and hope 
that as soon as the Chinese government 
shall have rallied sufficient force to its 
support it will severely punish the perpe- 
trators of the recent outrages. 


"We welcome the efforts of the United 


States and other foreign nations to re- 
store peace and order in our most un- 
happy country. 


"We wish to express to the relatives 


and fnends of all those who have suf- 
fered our deepest sympathy. 


"Signed by S. Y. Tank & Co. and be- 


tween 200 and 300 Chinese of Boston and 
various New England cities and towns." 
' The address was wiitten in Chinese at 
first and presented to the Chinese in that 
form for their signatures. The copy 
sent to the president was prepared In 
English and typewritten 
before the 


meeting. It was adopted without dis- 
sent. 


There Is a feeling of deep uncertainty 


and uneasiness on the part of the Chinesj 


of New England. They do not undei- 
stand the character of the people here, 
and think that so long as the whites haw 
suffered in China U Would be logical foi 
the Americans here to make reprisals on 
the Chinese here.

PRECIOUS METALS; 


Gold and FIntiittun Are Cheap Com- 


pared With Some of Thorn. 


"The majority of people when asked 


to name the most precious metals usu- 
ally mention gold as first, platinum as 
second and silver as third,'' said the 
proprietor of a large assaying and refin- 
ing establishment to the writer recently. 
"Now, let ua see how near the truth 
they would be. Gold is worth about 
$250 per pound troy, platinum $180, 
and silver about $12. 


"We will now compare these prices 


with those of the rarer and less well 
known metals. To take them in alpha- 
betical order barium, the metal which 
Davy isolated from its ore, baryta, in 
1808, sells for S950 a pound when it is 
sold at all, and calcium is worth $ 1,800 
a pound. Cirinm ia a shade higher. Its 
cost ia §160 an ounce, or $1,980 per 
pound. These begin to look like fabu- 
lous prices, but they do not reach the 
highest point, chromium being $200. 
Cobalt falls to about half the price of 
silver, while didymium, the metal iso- 
lated by Maeander, is the same price 
as calcium. Then comes gallium, which 
is worth $3,250 an ounce. With this 
metal the highest price is reached, and 
it may -well be called the rarest and 
most precious of metals. 


"Glucium is worth $250 per ounce; 


indium, §loO; iridiurn, $668 a pound; 
janthanium, $175, and lithium, $160 
per ounce. Nidium costs §128 per ounce; 
osmium, palladium, platinum, potas- 
sium and rhodium bring respectively 
$640, $400, §180, $82 and $512 per 
pound. Strontium costs $128 an ounce; 
tantaum, §144; tilnrium, $9; thorium, 
$272; vanadium, $320; yttorium, $144, 
and zincoiiiuin, $250 an ounce. 


"Thus we see that the commonly re- 


ceived opinion as to what are the most 
precious metals is quite eironeous. Ba- 
rium is nearly four times as valuable as 
gold and gallium more than 160 times 
as costly, while many of the other met- 
als mentioned are twice and thrice as 
valuable. Aluminium, which cost $8 
and $9 a pound in 1890, is now pro- 
duced as cheaply as are iron, zinc, lead 
and copper."—Washington Star.

A Presentiment of Hi» Death That 


Was Strangely Fnlalled. 


Delaunay, the director of the Paris 


observatory, was one of the most kindly 
and attractive men I ever met, says 
Professor Simon Newcomb in The At- 
lantic. I found it hopeless to expect 
that he would ever visit America, be- 
cause he assured me that he did not 
date to venture on the ocean. The only 
voyage he had ever made was across the 
channel to receive a gold medal of the 
Eoyal Astronomical society for his 
Work. 


Two of bis relatives, his father, and, 


I believe, his brother, had been drown- 
ed, and this fact gave him a horror of 
the water. He seemed to feel somewhat 
as the clients of She astrologiats, who, 
having been told how they ware to die, 
took every precaution to prevent it. I 
remember, ae a boy, reading a history of 
astrology, in''w!iioh a great many cases 
of this eort were described, the pecu- 
liarity being that the very measures 
which the victim took to avoid the de- 
cree of fate became the engines tbat ex- 
ecuted it. 


The ead fate of Delaunay was not ex- 


actly a case of this kind, yet it could 
not but bring it to mind. He was at 
Cherbourg in the autumn of 1872, 
Walking on tho shore with a relative, 
a couple of boatcaen invited them to 
take a sail. Through what inducement 
Delaunay was led to forget his feaia 
will never be known. All we know is 
that he ventured into the boat, that it 
waa struck by a sudden squall when at 
some distance from the laud, and that 
all the members of the party were 
drowned.

HOW LONDON ^FIRSeT LEARNED THAT 


IT HAb ENDED.

cilors and secretaries, in a detached 
house of the Ruo do Provence. I often 
met the chancellor out of doora, walk- 
ing or riding, during that long and bit- 
ter winter, but sedulously refrained 
from soliciting audiences, being well 
aware that tha visits of a war corre- 
spondent, who had everything to ask 
and nothing to tell, oould not possibly 
be welcome to EO desperately overwork- 
ed a statesman as Bismarck. 


By what means I need not explain in 


this place, I had been made acquainted 
with the precise terms of the capitula- 
tion of Paris at an early hour of the 
morning after the conclusion of the 
armistice, and had, moreover, good rea- 
son to believe that the conditions of the 
surrender had not been communicated 
to any other correspondent of an Eng- 
lish or even a German newspaper at 
headquarters. Having obtained the su- 
premely important item of news, what 
was I to do with it? Unless it could ba 
forthwith transmitted to The Daily Tel- 
egraph office by telegraph, my chances 
of forestalling my fellow correspondents 
would be annihilated, and there was no 
wire at my disposal — or, for that mat- 
ter, at that of any foreign journalist— 
within the vast radius of the lines ol 
Investment. 


The situation appeared an utterly 


hopeless one, until suddenly the hap- 
piest of "happy thoughts" flashed 
through my mind^ Perhaps the all pow- 
erful chancellor, newly created a prince 
of the young German empire, would 
authorize the transmission to London 
ff my dispatch over his own official 
wire, by means of which he was "en 
rapport" with evory European capital 
exocpt beleaguered Paris. There was no 
time to lose. Before 8 a. m. I had taken 
down the articles of capitulation from 
the lips of my informant, within half 
an hour I had copied them out, "large, 
bold and handsome," on two pages of 
foolscap and had made myself presenta- 
ble. 


At 9 o'clock I presented myself at the 


street door or the house in the Ruo de 
Provence a-^l =u«l -^. ny card to Coun- 
cilor Lothar Bucher, with a penciled 
request that he would a' low me to speak 
to him in private. Almost immediately 
he camo dovm^ to the waiting room on 
the ground fi^or, into which I had been 
ehown, aud askcdjuo wbatnhe could do 
forme. "Can you" procure me a five 
minutes' audience of the pnacef" I re- 
plied. "I don't know," was tha rejoin- 
der, "but I'll try. The chancellor is ex- 
tremely busy, but perhaps he'll see you 
if yon can assure me that the matter is 
really urgent. " I declared that for me 
it could not possibly be more so, where- 
upon Bucher left me — I confess, in a 
fever of auxiety — and was absent for 
about a quarter of an hour, at the ex- 
piration of which he reappeared and 
beckoned to me to follow him up etalra.

converted into a sort of office I found 
the chancellor awaiting me. After the 
brief eat of greetings he said, "Pray, tell 
me what you want ia the fewest possi- 
ble words, for I have not a moment to 
lose." I produced my dispatch, handed 
it to him and asked him if it was sub- 
stantially correct 


After looking through it he answered: 


"Yes, it ia. I don't know how you got 
your information, and I don't intend to 
ask, but these are the terms on which 
Paris surrenders. What then?" When 
I besought his permission to forward 
the message over his wire, he laughed 
rather grimly, aaying, "You must be 
mad to ask such a thing!" 


I urged upon him that the tension of 


public feeling in England with respect 
to the fate of Paris was very painful — 
many people's sympathy being tempo- 
rarily averted from Germany by harrow- 
ing accounts of the sufferings undergone 
by the population of the French capi- 
tal. "That tension would be considera- 
bly relieved, sir," I replied, "by the 
knowledge that the siege of Paris is 
come to an end and that the. victors 
have accorded merciful terms to the 
vanquished." Prince Bismarck held out 
against my importunity for about a 
couple of minutes, but he yielded at 
last, only stipulating that I should 
efface my name at the end ot the dis- 
patch. 


"On no account can I allow you to 


sign a message gent over my wore. If 
your people in London do not believe it 
to be authentic whea it reaches them, 
that is their affair. Bat it must go un- 
signed or not at all," It did..go unsign- 
ed ; it was accepted as auihcntio, and 
its publication that very afternoon in a 
special edition of The Daily Telegraph 
proved to be one of the greatest journal- 
ist io coups effected fay any London 
newspaper during the Franco-German 
war. — London Telegraph.

Inan along the Jersey coast finds his fa- 
k>rite "biting" ground. Tho latter may 
be 20 or more fathoms deep, and a 
sloaen or more miles offshore; 
but, 


(with the aid of such landmarks as trees, 
steeples and beach cottages, lying in 
various directions along the strand, 
these crack surf men seldom make a mis- 
take in "picking up" the ground sought 
offshore. It's no easy job this finding 
af some particularly good fishing gronnd 
tbat has no mark on the chart and is 
only fixed in the mind of fishermen by 
study of distances from the shore. 
1 It is a well known fact that fish must 
be sought. They will not, as a rule, 
come to the- fisherman,'be the latter 
professional or amateur. Sea fish, as 
well as lake fish, like rooky bottom, and 
it is over this kind of bottom that the 
best catches are made. It is no easy task 
to locate a rooky bed along the Jersey 
coast, and even with ranges or land- 
knarks one is not always certain to find 
at on another day's fishing trip. The 
ranges are manipulated this way: 
! In an ordinary surf boat, such as the 
majority of the Jersey fishermen use, 
Ithe beach line that looks so white and 
extensive close inshore resembles a 
White thread at a distance of, say, 15 
miles from the land. When the fisher- 
men discover a new ground at or about 
tbat distance offshore, they generally 
pick three marks on land—one north, 
one south and the third directly to the 
westward. By bringing these three 
marks to a convergence the happy hunt- 
ing ground is located. 


As a rule these fishermen are a bit 


selfish when new grounds are discover- 
ed. They conceal the fact as long as 
possible from one another, for business 
reasons principally, for there is a ripe 
competition among these beach comb- 
ers, and it is only by playing possum 
and keeping a weather eye open that 
one learns what his rival sometimes 
knows. 


i One day last season a reporter was in 
one of these surfboata 18 miles offshpre 
jfrom Barnegfct. Tha^fieherman in charge 
,of the tiijy craft was heading for a rocky 
'bottom as far offshore as he dared to go 
.without compass and provisions. When 
iwithin a mile or so of the gronnd, an- 
other fisherman and his helper were 
'seen at anchor. They were hauling up 
whacking big'bass as fast as they could 
throw out, and altogether they seemed 
to be having a glorious time. After the 
two boats bad separated sufficiently to 
permit a private conversation the pro- 
fessional in charge of the first mention- 
ed craft said to bis.shipmate: 


"Did you mark ft?" 


1 "Yes," answered, the other. 
"The

The 
biting was first class, but presently one 
of the big fishing steamboats from the 
Battery was sighted heading down the 
beach. There was an in teichange of 
conversation on the part of the profes- 
sional fishermen, but' they suddenly 
pulled np anchors as if one man and 
began rowing azottqd. 
i The schooner weighed her bower also 
•nd nnder Her headsails and mainsail 
reached-offshore. Naturally the ama- 
teurs wanted to know why a shift 
should be made, especially as the strikes 
'were unusually lively. "That's the Hal 
'CorstoV coming down," said'one of/the 
fishermen in a half whisper, as if those 
on the steamboat could hear him, al- 
jthough She was fully two miles away. 
"Wefcavea good jgronnd here, and we 
don't want 68r pi rots to find the ranges. 
She'll'keep to the, southward, and we'll 
circle around until she gets out of the 
way. That's how we save our bacon." 


And they,, did save it too. The'sleam- 


boat kept tct-th|i goothwartfror some lit- 
tle distance and;finally, being,unable 
to get the ranges* or whatever-ground 
Iher pilots had in view, came about 
again a'nd stood to thajoorthwaid, final- 
ly anchoring Off £qng Branch. She had 
no sooner done so when the fishing 
schooner, and ^surfboats, after a mental 
.and ocular, struggle with vangee, were 
back in their original tfdjfltlons, with 
their aiflatetirs fishing like mischief.— 
New Yortt JSlailand Express. ^

DO'ORS OF VENEER." - 


Few Doors, Not Even the More 


I 
ly, Made of Solid Wood. 


' The very finest of doors are 
nowadays of veneer on a body of pine. 
(Even when made of mahogany or somi 
.other costly wood doors have to be 
beared. The body of the door is 
of a plain, straight grained mahoganju 
while the surfaces are veneers of finw, 
wood. 


In the fiuest doors the body is made 


of selected white pine, free from eap^ 
and perfectly seasoned, which is cut iaH 
'to narrow etrips^nd then glued t»i! 
gether. The oulete «3ges of this door ar$ 
faced with what is called a veneer, bo* 
which is really a strip.of the fine wood 
half an inch or more itr-thicfcness. Tho > 
inner edges of the frame, by the panels,, 
are covered in the same manner witlj 
thick strips, in which the ornaments' 
moldings or carvings are made ant 
which are grooved to receive the panels^, 


This built up frame of white pine^. 


with edges of the fine wood, is tbenr 
veneered'with the fine wood. In some ( 
lighter doors the panels may be of solid* 
Imahogany, but in the finer, larger andS 
he.avier doors the panels also are madaj 
of sheets of white pine with a veneering 
of the fine wood, so that the entire door 
is vene^re'd. 
;• 


It would be difficult, if not impossl»' 


ble, to procure a« any cost mahogany1, 
lumber in fine and beautiful woods of 
sufficient size for the larger doors. Th» 
built up and veneered door of pina 
wood, however, has every appearance 
of a solid door, and, made of selected;) 
veneers, it may be more beautiful tham 
a solid door would be. It is more sery«i 
iceable and remains longer perfect. Ifa| 
cost is about half what a solid dooe 
.would cost.—New York Sun.

issued by the treasury oureau of sta- 
tistics for June and the fiscal year. 
The June results are quite as favor- 
able aa for any recent month. Exports 
increased from $96,394,^? in the same 
month last year to $10S,2S3,S97; while 
imports declined from $61,757,309 to $60,- 
808,884, leaving a mercnandise balance 
of $47,475,013, against $34,636,918 a year 
ago, and $43,713,492 in june of 189S. But 
it is to the figures of the fiscal year 
that attention is invited. They are cer- 
tainly extraordinary. We give the 
merchandise totals in comparison with 
those for the five preceding fiscal years: 


1900, exports, $1.394,479,214; imports, 


$849,714,329; excess of exports, $544,764,- 
885. 1899, exports, $1,227,023,302; imports, 
$697,148,489; excess of exports, $529,874,- 
813. 1898, exports, $1,231,432,330; imports, 
$616,049,654; excess of exports, $615,- 
432,676. 1897, exports, $1,050,993,556; im- 
ports, $764,730,412; excess of exports, 
$286,263,144. 
1896, exports,* $882,606,938; 


imports, $779,724,674; excess of efccports, 
$102,882,264. 
1895, exports, $807,538,165; 


imports, $731,969,965; excess of exports, 
$75,568,200. 


It is to be remarked, first, that ex- 


ports the past fiscal year are much 
the largest in value ever recorded; sec- 
ond, that the imparts have only once 
before been exceeded—in the fiscal year 
1893, when they rose to $866,400,922; and, 
third, that the excess of exrorts has 
only orace before been beaten, as shown 
in the table. And it is worth noticins 
that the largest favorable balance ever 
before attained in years back of those 
included in the table was in 1879, when 
it reached. $264,661,666. 
The average 


yearly excess of exports over imports 
for 20 years prior to 1897 was about 
$110,000,000. The average for the j>as£ 
three years has been over $563,000,000. 
This •will enable any one to see how far 
beyond the common the foreign trade 
of the United States has been during 
the past three fiscal years. 


The Republican wants to know what 


has become of these most favorable 
balances. It cannot find that we, have 
received gold to pay for them and it 
thinks it preposterous to believe that 
such sums are placed to our credit in 
the financial centres of Europe or that 
the balance has been used to buy back 
American securities held abroad.

thinks the values have been inflated 
and that not enough allowance has 
been made for the expenses of Amer- 
icans abroad for the interest money on 
our securities held by the foreis^ier. 
After all it is compelled to make this 
admission, much as it would like to be 
able to avoid it: 


But the most extreme allowances on 


'hese accounts will fail to dissipate the 
apparent unsettled balance entirely. 
We must thue further conclude that 
:he foreign, trade of the past two or 
:hree years has resulted either in re- 
ducing somewhat the foreign holdings 
of American securities or in creating 
a considerable cash account to our 
credit in the European! financial cen- 
ters, or both. It would appar, how- i 
ever, as matters stand, that a nominal 
xcess of merchandise and silver ex- 
ports of some $250,000,000 a year is re- 
quired to discharge all outside yearly 
claims against the United States above 
what apnear on the books of the cus- 
tom houses; and that continued failure 
o reach this etxcess must result in a 
drain of £Old. 


So we have been paying something of 


our debt abroad and placing a little 
:o our credit at the same time in Euro- 
pean financial centres! That's a pretty 
'air showing. But, the discrediting 
Republican claims, we must pay $250,- 
300,000 a year, at least, out of our bal- 
ances before we shall square with Eu- 
rope and have no gold drain. That is, 
f the figures show a balance of $250,- 
100,000 we shall have no balance at all, 
but shall only be about even.

Aigun is a town iri Manchuria, on 


the Amur, about 78 miles from the Rus- 
sian frontier It possesses a flourishing 
trade and IB the seat of the governor 
and of the admiralty administration of 
the Amur fleet. The river Amur Is the 
boundary between the Chinese prov- 
ince of Manchuria and Russian Siberia. 
Aigun is the terminus of the great high 
road which runs northeast from Pekin 
by way of Mukden and Kerin, through 
the vast province of Manchuria. At no 
great distance from Aigun, on the other 
side of the Amur., is Blajrovetchensk, 
the Russian capital of the province of 
Amur, in Siberia, and an important 
station on the Siberian railway to 
Vladivostock.

Charles Camobell of this city was 


tried for an indecent assault on a 
young girl in Pittsfleld, on the evening 
of June 29 at the merry-go-round. The 
first witness for the commonwealth was 
Prank De Marra, the father of the 
child. He was followed by Mrs. Con- 
over who testified that she saw the 
plaintiff with the girl and remonstrated 
with him for his actions. Mrs. Con- 
over, however took the children to the 
police. Mary Ano who lives on Center 
street testified to having seen the de- 
fendant with the children and that he 
had his arms around one of them. She 
saw Mrs. Conover go up to the man, 
and speak with him. Chief of Police 
John Nicholson, testified to- the arrest 
of Campbell and the latter had said, 
that he had not been near the merry- 
go-round. He stated that he had been 
to the house of one Turner on Howard 
street. Bessie Prey was a witness. 
She had passed Campbell seated on a 
pile of lumber in the lot near the Ward 
shops and she noticed whathewas doing 
She went home and told h&r sister, Mrs. 
Conover, what she had seen the man 
do and her sister went out and spoke to 
Campbell. 


Campbell made a poor witness for his 


case. He went on the stand and told 
the same story that he had told in the 
-district court. He stated that he waa 
31 years, old and that he was a weaver. 
He had been working in this city but 
went to Pittsfield on circus day. 
He 


stated that he was Bitting on the lum- 
ber wheni the girls oame around him 
and importuned him for money to ride 
on the merry-go-round. He gave them 
money with which they bought cherries. 
The case was* submitted without argu- 
ment. 


The jury returned a verdict of guilty 


and recommended Campbell 
to the 


leniency of the court. 


The verdict against John D&Poirge, 


who was tried for alleged mayhem, was 
guilty of assault without malicious fo- 
tent to malm. 


James Rood of Pittsfield changed his 


plea to guilty of breaking: and enter- 
ing. William Mason of Pittsfield was 
found guilty of the same offense. 


The last case called yesterday was 


that of Ernest E. Adams of Pittsfleld, 
charged with, the larceny of a horse, 
carriage and eauipmeiii from Patrick 
J. Cane of Cheshire, January 26 last. 
Mr. Cane was the first witness and told 
of the defendant's hirins a team of 
him, saying that he would return next 
day, but he never came back and the 
outfit was found several days after- 
wards in Lenox. He had not finished 
his evidence when s.t 5 irclock the Jury 
was excused for the day. 


Justice Richardson, then imposed sev- 


eral sentences. Henry J. Tucker of 
Stockbridge, who pleaded guilty to as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon, was 
given a maximum sentence of four 
years and a minimum sentence of two 
and one-half years In state jrrison.

To get an idea of a cyclone's forma- 


tion imagine a large circular pan or tub 
with quite a large hole iu the middle 
obtbe bottom. With this bole plugged, 
fill the vessel with water; then draw 
out the plug and watoh. There is first a 
rush of water from all directions toward 
the hole and a turbulent effort to get 
through. Then the water surface above 
begins to sink and swirl, the particles 
gradually circling around and around 
and rushing, over faster, toward the 
center. At last there is actually a hol- 
low space through the center, around 
which all the water in the tub is whirl- 
ing, sluggishly near the rim, but with 
tuoro and more violent rapidity toward 
the middle until It rushes downward 
through the bottom. Now, if that water 
were air, you would be watching a little 
cyclone turned upside down, for the air 
rushes upward instead of downward. 


In the cradle of cyclones during the 


summer months, when the land and the 
water grow hotter and hotter because 
of the longer days than nights, a layer 
of air, hot, light and full of vapor, is 
for a time held down by denser air 
above it. Restless, expanding, tumultu- 
ous, 
it moves about like a beast at bay 


until a thinner place in the air above is 
found. Then up it madly rushes and 
into the vacuum left behind the lower 
atmosphere hastens from all directions, 
pushing and twisting and pouring up- 
ward until it has fallen into a regular 
spinning around a common center. 


The cyclone, once formed, rashes 


away from the tropics toward the pole, 
and, begins its career of destruction, 
bruising, wrecking and sinking tha 
luckless ships which happen to be ia 
its path. More and more of the sur- 
rounding atmosphere is drawn into the 
whirl until the storm often covers an 
area nearly 1,000 miles in diameter. 
Sometimes it flings itself upon our At- 
lantic coast and tears fiercely through 
forests, fields and cities. Then again it 
eweeps away across the broad ocean and 
dashes itself upon the coasts of Europe. 
Once in awhile it so adroitly avoids 
the land that we never know it haa 
passed until ships come ia tora and 
broken.—St. Nicholas.

Pianists Practice Too Mueli. 


"While studying with. Rubinstein, 


Josef Hofmann practiced three hours a 
day, "writes Mary B. Mullett of the 
famous pianist in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. "He believes that most stu- 
dents make tho mistake' of overpracric- 
ing. When he came to this country the 
first time, he was practicing, an hour a 
day. For two years after his return to 
Germany he practiced two hours a day. 
During tho next two years he averaged 
'four hours daily, and after that, until 
he went to Rubinstein, six honrs daily. 
This he regards as excessive. 
" 'One's mind giows stupid and con- 


fused," Hofmann says, 'and one's fingers 
follow the confusion of the brain. An- 
other mistake of young pianists is that 
they use too much force in practicing. 
One should play just hard enough to 
keep the fingers and wrists from getting 
stiff. One is not aiming for artistic re- 
sults as one is in concert playing. It ia 
the fingers which need constant prac- 
tice.' "

Arid having thus spake ho disap- 


peared within his abode.—Cincinnati j 


Hove He Gets Bis Dinner of Seal or> 


Walrus 3Ie.1t. 


In his native home the polar bear 


does riot often meet with small boys 
'anxious to treat him to buns and other 
'dainties. The consequence is that bruin 
has to devise many curious ways of se- 
curing his food, and none is more 
strange ami interesting than that relat- 
ed by two trustworthy travelers in, 
Greenland, that country of strange 
sights. 


They have known the polar bear to 


take a stone or a huge lump of ice in 
his fore paws and from a favorable' 
height, as a cliff or a precipitous ice 
hill, to hurl the missile down upon the 
head of a walrus, a.u enormous brute 
often twice the size of the bear, and so 
etnn him that broia could rush in and 
complete the destruction at bis leisure, 
thus securing a month's rations. 
; 


The most usual food of the ice bear, 


as the Germans very appropriately call 


i this bPiasi, is the common ocul of the 
.arctic regions. The latter is the wari- 
est animal of the north, and both Eeki- 
imo and polar bear need their best strat- 
egy to catch it. 


In the summer time, when the snow 


is off the ice of the ocean shore and 
islets, the seals can be plainly seen as 
black dots on the ice, probably asleep, 
but always near their holes, which lead 
down through the thick ice to the water 
below, and into which they can throw 
themselves by the least movement. 
Bruin, seeing one afar, walks up as 
near as he deems safe and then begins 
drawling on bis wary prey. 


The seal, if the weather be sunny 


and pleasant, takes short naps, relieved 
by shorter moments when it is scanning 
the vicinity for signs of an enemy's ap- 
proach. During these times the bear is 
very quiet and as still as death itself, 
with eyes apparently closed, though 
really a corner of each is kept open, and 
in this way he hopes the seal will take 
him for a heap of enow, an appearance 
•which his coat readily helps him to as- 
sume. 


During .the naps he creeps forward 


with greater or less rapidity, according 
to his nearness to the seal apd conse- 
quent fear of being heard or seen. 
When but 10 or 12 yards away, and the 
eoal is in the depths of a good nap, the 
bear rushes upon him and with a single 
blow of his powerful paw knocks the 
smaller brute senseless and so far away 
jfrom the bole that he cannot escape by 
'that way, even if tho blow received is 
not immediately fatal. 


lu winter time the ice is covered with 


enow, and this ia hollowed out by tho 
seal into a snowhonse, covering the hole 
in the ice and connecting at the top of 
the dome with an aperture about the 
eizo of a shilling, called the blowhole, 
for it is through this that tho seel 
breathes when he is in want of fresh air. 


Here tho bear watches for many a 


'long hour if necessary, and when tho 
'snorts of the seal are heaVd he crnshes 
'in tho fragile dome of the snowhonse 
with his paw, impaling the seal on his 
curved claws, and proceeds to practi- 
cally demonstrate how polar bears can 
.subsist in a orotio winter.—London 
Telegraph.

k.n Interesting Description of 
| Hechanimu audUae at the Loir, With 
, a Truthful ReO, 8e» Shark Story At- 


I tuclimeat. 
i "How do you ascertain the speed ot 
( vessel?" ia a question frequently ad- 
jrosaed to naval men, and an exp!ana- 
ion will therefore probably be of inter- 
st to many readers. There are several 
aethods, the commonest and most an* 
ient being by the use of the "log." 
Chia instrument consists of three parts 
—the logehip, the line and the marks. 
The logship is a piece of wood about 
mlf an inch thick and shaped like a 
luadraut, with a pieoe of lead let iu 
outsd the circular edge to make it float 
lerpendicularly in the water. It is slung 
>y lines at each angle, the three lines 
it'ing joined together about two feet 
rom the logship. Two of the lines are 
ecurely fixed to the ship and the other 
las a bone peg at the end, which, being 
insbed into a hole in the ship, tompo- 
•arily fastens it there. 


From the point of juncture of the three 


lines a sufficient length is measured, 
generally about 100 feet, to take the 
logship well clear of the ship's wash. 
(This is called the "stray line" and is 
[narked with a pi&oe of bunting. From 
the banting 
ifl measured 47 feet 8 


fucb.es, and the line marked he»e with 


piece of leather. Then another 47 feet 
inches is measured off and marked 


With two knots, then another space 
the same length, and marked with 
three knots, and so on as far as seven 


ots. Halfway between each batch of 
ots one single knot is made. The log 


ine is then ready for use. 
. The space-between the-knots is found 
Ifrom the simple little rule of three sum: 
As 8,600 seconds (number of seconds in 
an hour), 23 seconds (length of sand- 
glass), 6,080 feet (number of feet in a 
hautioal mile); length of line required 
I—which works out to 47 feet 8 inches. 
! To use the log fonr persons are re- 
quired—two men to hold the reel on 
jwhich the Une is wound; the quarter- 
master, to hold the glass, and the mid- 
shipman of the watch, to heave the log. 
The last named puts the peg firmly in 
:he logship and then gathers three or 
lour coils of line in his hand, sufficient 
;o admit of the logship being thrown, 
svell clear of the ship. He asks, "Clear 
jjlass, quartermaster?" 


"Clear glass, eirl" comes the reply, 


and overboard go the logship and line, 
the reel rapidly revolving. Presently 
[he middy feels the pieoe of bunting 
passing through his band, and he gives 
jihe order, "Turn." The quartermaster 
turns the glass and watches the sand 
while one "reeler" holds the reel well 
pver his head, so as to give the line fair 
play. When the sand has run out, 
*'Stop I" cries the quartermaster. 


The midshipman grasps the line, as- 


sisted by the other reeler, and looks for 
{the nearest knot, finding a single one 
close to his hand. Then the line is hanl- 
pd inj and four knots appear, which 
signify that the ship ii going fonr and 
i half knots through the water. The 
jerk of the line draws the peg from the 
iogship, which now floats on its flat 
dde and is easily hanled in. When a 
phip is going over four knots, a 14 sec- 
ond glass is used, the speed being double 
J;hat showsi by the knots on the line. 


Another method in use is the patent 


og. This is altogether mechanical and 
onsists of a long cylinder with clock- 
work inside it and four fins on the out- 
ide. It is towed astern of the ship by a 
ine made fast to a swirel in the- head 
jf it. As it is dragged through the "wa- 
;er the fenr fins make it revolve, aofcu- 
iting the clockwork inside, which regia- 
ers on a series of dials the number of 
kuofcg run. This log has to be hanled ia 
avery time one wants to read it, but 
here is another kind where the fan is 
owed astern and the dial is a fixture 
n the ship. This in called a "ohernb." 


These logs are not always accurate, 


and are constantly verified when near 
and by cross bearings—that is, the 
Dearings of two well known points are 
taken, and the position so obtained is 
marked on the chart, the time of obser- 
vation being noted and the reading on 
he patentjog. After an interval has 
alapsed the'position of the ship is again 
taken by cross bearings, when the 
straight line joining the two places on 
Ithe chart will show the direction of the 
bourse steered and its length the distance 
run. A comparison with the readings 
by patent log will give the error of the 
machine.

The Story of How Martin Connors 


Acted as His Own Lawyer 


The trial of Martin Contnors of this 


city for breaking- and entering was an 
amusing one for the superior court, and 
a writer in the Pittsllelu Journal thus 
describes it: 


Sizzling hot was it Monday afternoon 


in the superior court room the mercury 
expanding to the ninety-two point at 
one time. It was almost as warm in 
the morning when Martin, Connors of 
North Adams acted as his own lawyer 
and witness. It appears that Connors 
is a rather bright chap but something 
of a crook who has served one term in 
Concord. The judge allowed him far 
more latitude In his remarks than he 
was entitled to and yet Connors was 
not satisfied. He roasted, in a more or 
less artistic manner the North Adams 
officials and made his case an inter- 
esting one for spectators. 


When Chief DInueen told about Con- 


nors being unwilling to try on a hat 
found at the house broken inito and 
added^that he offered to- plead guilty if 
the North Adams judge could sentence 
him, 
the prisoner from the dock pro- 


nounced the statements as bare-faced 
lies from start to finish. When Cap- 
tain Parrow said the same Connors 
cried out: "That's a bare faced lie. 
What Is there abo^t that hat to dis- 
tinguish it from a hundred other hard 
hats. 
Nothing particular eh? Wen 


that'll do." 


When Sheriff Frink, who arrested 


him told the same story, Connors con- 
temptuously said from the dock: "I 
don't wish to ask THAT man any ques- 
tions." 
After this John Connors no 


relatives, who had turned state witness, 
swore that Connors did break into the 
cellar to get wine, and said he made 
this statement to clear1 an innocent 
man, Worthlngton, who was indicted 
with the rest. 


This let Worthington, who himself 


has a record, go scot free, but Connors 
did not deign to cross-examine him who 
"peached," though latei on the stand 
he said Worthington and John Connors- 
were "lying ft off on me," adding, that 
he now had a note from John Connors, 
which he offered as evidence and in 
which John wanted to exchange shoes 
with him In the police station, so as 
to mix things up somewhat. Connors 
then told his tale of woe. The house 
broken into was Mr. Cady's and he is 
clerk of the court up at North Adams. 
No one would give him a show. The 
officers lied about him, the judge in 
North Adams "trun" him down, and 
finally'his lawyer, who promised his 
vufe to defend him, had done likewise. 
"I have been, trun down by court, offi- 
cers and everyone else In the town." 


When Judge Richardson kindly re- 


m-"Strated with the prisoner telling 
him he- must confine his statements to 
facts relevant to the case, the prisoner 
turned to the jury and said: "You see. 
gentlemen, they won'it give me a show. 
That's the God's truth. You can see 
that. I have a family of eight small 
children, yet this man here denies me 
the right to tell my story." 


When tne judge asked him to confine 


himself to the statements of fact say- 
ing he. might tell that he was not at the 
house and tell where he was at the 
time of the burglary, the witness evad- 
ed this and took another tack argumen- 
tative In nature. Said he: "In the first 
place this case is no case anyway, be- 
cause it charges me with breaking an 
entering a dwelling houseu 
Now a 


dwelling house is a place where people 
eat, sleep and dwell. There is no evi- 
dence to show that this was more than 
a mere cellar or sfextje house. No one 
ate, slept or dwelt in. it Therefore there 
can be no charge1 against me on this 
indictment, for no dwelling1 was broken 
into. They are lying about, me. 


When the judge cautioned him once 


more Connors said: "See, they stop me 
when I am talking. They don't give 
me a show. I am supposed to be» down- 
ed on this job, but I want you gentle- 
men to know that I have been trun." 


There was a pair of shoes on the table 


which had not been put in evidence at 
all, but the judge let him use them. He 
passed one>-shoe from the table to the 
jury and then took off one of his own 
shoes for a similar inspection, and 
whe» it was all over, the district at- 
torney making no argument whatever, 
the jury with commendable promptness 
brought in a verdict of "guilty." Thus 
ended Connor's case. 


CAN SUE FOB BLACKLISTS 


Supreme Court Gives Room For Re- 


dress to Persons Injured 


The supreme court has decided that 


blacklists, such as have been in use by 
firms and professional men in parts of 
this* county, are libelous and it is re- 
ported that cases under this ruling are 
to be brought up in, courts in this 
county. 


The lists are made up of the names of 


persons owing money to firms or pro- 
fessional men, these lists being placed 
in circulation so that credit would not 
be given. 


Suit for libel was recently brought 


in a case of this kind and a verdict of 
$8000 was 
awarded in the superior 


court The verdict was allowed.

CRAYON PORTRAITS SMASHED 


Miniature Wreck on Wost Bound Track 


at Local Station 


A west bound freight passing through 


here on the Fitchburg division at 1.30 
this morning, cleaned the tracks of two 
express trucks loaded with gilt frames 
and enlarged crayon portraits and came 
pretty near cleaning the tracks of J. 
D. Greene, the night express agent. The 
latter retired into the express car on 
another track, from which he was 
taking goods, just In time to avoid the 
wreck. 


The accident happened as the1 1.34 a.

truck was loaded with a large number 
of the crayon portraits, with the fam- 
iliar large gilt frames, encased in 
crates. 


Suddenly the west bound freight ap- 


peared coming down the tracks, and 
Mr. Greene had baraly time to jump 
into the express car before the engine 
crashed through the trucks. One of 
these was smashed to kindling wood 
and the other was ruined. Many of 
the pictures were damaged, and it is 
probable that no accident has happen- 
ed hereabouts for some time in which 
there 
have been so many "faces 


smashed." 


The loss will be considerable, but will 


probably have to be borne by the rail- 
road company, as* it is claimed that all 
the signals were set for the freight to 
stop before reaching the station.
